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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Aberystwyth  Rural  District  Council. 


I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1962,  a year 
which  was  quite  eventful  in  the  sphere  of  public  health. 

The  publication  of  a report  by  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  on 
"Smoking  and  Health",  showing  that  there  is  a proved  relationship  between 
cigarette  smoking  and  cancer  of  the  lung,  caused  many  persons  to  renounce 
the  habit  only,  alas,  to  recommence  at  a later  stage.  Consequently,  any 
campaign  and  propaganda  to  disuade  persons  from  smoking  should  be  aimed 
primarily  at  adolescent  school  children,  many  of  whom  are  non-smokers  at 
present  but  likely  to  become  regular  cigarette  smokers  later  in  life.  If 
these  children  can  be  convinced  that  smoking  constitutes  a great  hazard 
to  health  - in  the  form  of  cancer  of  the  lung,  chronic  bronchitis  and  heart 
disease  - then  one  can  confidently  expect  a decrease  in  the  death  rate  from 
these  diseases  in  future  years.  Constant  repetition  of  the  dangers  of  smoking 
is  therefore  essential  - whilst  not  forgetting  the  financial  advantages! 

Complacency  is  the  worst  enemy  of  preventive  medicine,  especially  regarding 
infectious  diseases.  Epidemics  of  smallpox  were  considered  a thing  of  the 
past  until  1962!  The  epidemic  that  occurred  during  the  year  caused  consid- 
erable public  alarm  and  throughout  the  country  people  queued  for  vaccination. 

In  Cardiganshire,  over  17,000  people  were  vaccinated  and  the  majority  of 
these  were  primary  vaccinations.  Some  authorities  pressed  for  the  reintro- 
duction of  compulsory  vaccination,  but  the  choice  should  rest  with  the  parents. 
They  should  remember  that  in  this  "modern  age",  any  part  of  the  world  may  be 
reached  in  24  hours  and  that  smallpox  is  constantly  present  in  the  community 
in  many  parts  of  the  world.  The  best  age  for  primary  vaccination  is  between 
the  1st  and  2nd  years  of  life  for  this  is  the  age  at  which  complications  are 
rare. 

On  a local  basis,  diseases  of  the  heart  and  arteries  are  the  major 
cause  of  death.  Admittedly,  people  are  living  longer  but  some  of  the  deaths 
and  disabilities  in  the  middle  period  of  life  are  due  to  high  blood  pressure 
and  its  sequelae,  or  coronary  thrombosis.  Almost  invariably,  such  diseases 
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occur  in  persons  who  are  overweight  and  it  is  a fact  that  at  least  one 
person  in  five  in  this  country  is  considerably  overweight.  Proper  attention 
to  diet  and  medical  supervision  can  prevent  or  reduce  this  obesity  and 
eliminate  its  danger  to  health. 

A summary  of  the  vital  statistics  for  the  area  is  included.  The 
population  living  within  the  area  remains  very  similar  to  that  of  previous 
years.  The  birth  rate  for  the  last  three  years  shows  a gradual  increase  and 
is  now  approaching  the  national  figure^  the  death  rate  has  decreased  since 
1961  and  is  below  the  national  figure. 

Four  cases  of  dysentery  occurred  during  the  year  but  exhaustive 
investigation  failed  to  determine  the  source.  There  were  two  outbreaks  of 
food  poisoning  and,  in  both,  the  cause  was  identified  and  dealt  with 
accordingly.  Three  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified 5 only  one 
occurred  in  the  age  group  15  - 24.  B.C.G.  vaccination  was  introduced  in 
Cardiganshire  in  1957  for  school  children  and  it  is  significant  that  the 
number  of  cases  occurring  in  younger  persons  has  decreased  considerably. 

The  Council  are  progressing  with  the  building  of  new  houses  and 
there  is  a big  demand  for  such  dwellings. 

A detailed  report  will  be  found  in  the  following  pages  including  a 
report  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  TH£  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR  FOR 
THE  YEAR  HI-; PEP  31st  DECEMBER , 1962 

HOUSING  ACTS , 1957  - 1961 

Eleven  houses  were  represented  as  unfit  for  human  habitation 
and  unable  to  be  made  fit  at  a reasonable  expense.  Notices  were 
served  on  the  several  owners  of  these  houses  to  appear  before  the 
Council  to  show  cause  why  Demolition  Orders  should  not  be  made  on 
the  properties.  The  result  of  this  procedure  is  contained  in  the 
statistical  section  of  this  report. 

It  is  estimated  that  there  are  about  167  houses  which  remain 
unfit.  Approximately  100  of  these  fall  into  the  category  of  houses 
which  can  and  will  be  made  fit  by  their  owners  with  or  without  the 
aid  of  improvement  grants.  The  remaining  67  houses  are  suitable 
only  for  demolition  or  clearance. 

Demolition  Orders  have  in  fact  been  made  on  some  of  these 
houses  which  await  demolition  when  the  tenants  have  been  offered 
or  obtained  alternative  accommodation. 

housing  improvement  grants!! 

The  Council  continued  their  policy  of  making  improvement 
grants  to  house  owners.  Most  of  the  owners  were  again  owner/ 
occupiers  and  it  is  felt  that  some  compulsory  powers  are  needed 
to  enforce  landlords  to  bring  their  houses  up  to  standard. 

Sixty-four  houses  were  inspected  to  ascertain  if  they  would 
qualify  for  either  a discretionary  or  a standard  grant,  as  a 
result  of  applications  made. 

Thirty-five  houses  were  inspected  during  the  progress  of 
improvements  being  carried  out  to  them. 

Thirty-three  houses  were  inspected  at  the  end  of  the  work 
prior  to  certification  of  the  work  before  payment  of  grants. 

The  number  of  grants  approved  during  the  year  was  as  follows: 

Discretionary  grants  - 41  Value  £14,782 

Standard  grants  - 9 Value  £ 1,110 

Since  the  inception  of  the  scheme  up  to  the  31st  December, 
1962,  the  Council  has  approved  420  applications  for  grants  to 
the  total  value  of  £123,460. 
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3.  HOUSING  PROGRESS; 

During  the  year  progress  was  made  on  the  Council’s  house 
building  contracts. 

oixteen  houses  were  completed  at  Borthj  fourteen  houses 
were  completed  at  Commins  Coen.  Work  continued  on  the  contract 
of  building  eighteen  houses  at  Bow  Street. 

4.  PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACTS,  1936  - 1961; 

Fifty-three  complaints  of  nuisances  were  registered  and 
investigated  with  the  view  to  their  abatement. 

Thirty-four  houses  were  made  fit  as  a result  of  informal 
procedure  under  the  nuisance  sections  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1936.  It  was  not  necessary  to  take  formal  proceedings  against 
any  person  to  secure  the  abatement  of  a nuisance. 


5.  WATER  SUPPLIES ; 


Routine  water  samples  were  taken  from  the  Craig-y-Pistyll 
supply  and  also  from  some  private  sources. 

The  number  of  samples  taken  during  the  year  was  as  follows;

The  Council's  functions  as  a water  authority  were  handed  over 
to  the  Cardiganshire  Hater  Board  during  the  year. 

The  consent  of  the  Council  was  sought  to  the  use  of  water 
supplies  on  a number  of  farms  for  domestic  purposes.  The  quality 
of  the  water  in  each  case  was  examined  before  the  consent  of  the 
Council  was  given. 

The  water  supply  of  the  area  and  of  its  several  parts  has 
generally  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 

6.  MEAT  INSPECTION; 

Routine  meat  inspection  was  carried  out  at  the  slaughter- 
house at  Esgair,  Llangwyrfon.  The  numbers  of  animals  killed  and 
inspected  are  given  in  the  statistical  section  of  this  report. 

The  slaughterhouse  at  Esgair  has  been  re-licensed  for  the 
slaughter  of  sheep  and  lambs  only  because  the  owner  has  decided 
that  it  will  not  be  economical  for  him  to  install  a stunning  pen 
to  slaughter  beef  animals. 
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7.  CARAVAN  SITES  & CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT  ACT,  1960; 

The  number  of  licensed  cara/an  sites  in  possession  of 
planning  permission  is  now  twenty-four. 

Proceedings  were  taken  by  the  Council  against  three  owners 
of  caravan  sites  for  breaches  of  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control 
of  Development  Act,  1960.  Two  of  these  actions  were  regarding 
breaches  of  conditions  of  licenses  in  respect  of  the  sites  and 
the  other  action  was  in  respect  of  a site  which  was  being  operated 
without  a licence  having  been  applied  for  or  granted  by  the  Council. 

There  has  been  a considerable  improvement  in  the  sanitary 
conditions  of  most  of  the  caravan  sites  in  the  area  as  a result 
of  the  application  of  the  model  standards,  amended  as  considered 
desirable . 

8.  REFUSE  COLLECTION  % 

A refuse  collection  at  intervals  of  a week,  fortnight  or  month 
has  been  averaged  for  all  the  main  villages  in  the  area.  The  work 
proceeded  with  few  complaints  throughout  the  year. 

The  refuse  tips  at  Borth,  Llanbadarn  Fawr,  Penrhyngerwin  and 
Ponterwyd  continued  in  operation  and  were  maintained  in  a satis- 
factory manner.  Routine  treatments  for  the  eradication  and  control 
of  rats  and  flies  were  carried  out. 

During  the  fly  breeding  season  from  April  to  October,  Borth 
Tip  was  treated  by  means  of  a pressure  blower  with  insecticide 
powder. 

9.  drainage  and  sewerage? 


Schemes  of  sewage  disposal  are  required  at  Borth,  Talybont, 
Llandre,  Commins  Coch,  Taliesin  and  Tre'rddol  and  Blaenplwyf. 

The  Council  is  responsible  for  cleaning  and  maintaining 
the  following  ditches  and  watercourses : - 

Borth  Leet;  Quebec  Ditch ; 

Dolhalog  Ditch;  Doldau  Ditch; 

The  Fullbrook  at  Llanbadarn  has  been  covered  by  the  County 
Council  and  this  has  relieved  the  Council  from  the  task  of  cleaning 
this  watercourse  which  in  the  past  has  been  the  source  of  many 
complaints. 

Most  of  the  houses  in  Llanbadarn  Fawr  have  been  connected  to 
the  sewer  and  the  progress  made  in  this  direction  has  been  very  good. 
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9.  CONT'D. 

The  properties  now  left  unconnected  are  the  subjects  of  some 
disputes  or  difficulties  which  are  gradually  being  resolved 
by  the  Council  in  their  effort  to  get  all  the  houses  and 
business  premises  connected  to  the  sewer. 

The  number  of  cesspools  cleansed  during  the  year  was  135. 

10.  RENT  ACT,  1957 

No  applications  were  received  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair 
during  the  year.  The  number  of  Certificates  now  valid  is  One. 

All  the  other  Certificates  issued  since  the  passing  of  the  Rent 
Actj  1957,  have  been  cancelled  on  application  by  the  landlords 
after  having  completed  the  works  of  repair  specified  in  the 
Certificates . 

11.  PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949: 

Private  dwellings  and  business  premises  were  treated  for 
the  eradication  of  rats  and  mice. 

Thirty  inspections  were  made  and  treatments  carried  out 
where  necessary. 

No  major  infestations  occurred  on  any  premises. 

12.  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT , 1955s 

Routine  inspections  were  made  of  food  premises  and 
conditions  generally  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

An  electric  water  heater  and  wash  hand  basin  was 
installed  in  one  of  the  less  satisfactory  shops  in  the  area. 

An  attempt  is  now  being  made  to  educate  the  shopkeeper  in 
personal  and  general  hygiene > with  varied  degrees  of  success. 

Quantities  of  tinned  foods  and  bacon  and  ham  consignments 
were  examined  and  condemned  as  being  unfit  for  human  consumption. 
These  foods  were  disposed  of  by  burial  in  suitable  ground  at  the 
Council’s  refuse  tips. 

The  number  of  premises  registered  for  the  sale  of  Ice 
Cream  is  72.  There  are  no  premises  upon  which  Ice  Cream  is 
manufactured.

13.  FACTORIES  ACT , 1937s 

The  number  of  factories  registered  by  the  Council  is  60. 
Visits  of  inspection  were  made  in  connection  with  lighting, 
ventilation  and  the  provision  of  sanitary  conveniences  in 
factories. 

The  provision  of  sanitary  conveniences  on  building  sites 
can  be  enforced  under  the  provisions  of  the  Factories  Act  which 
classifies  such  sites  as  factories  within  the  meaning  of  the 
Act. 

14.  MILK  AND  DAIRIES  REGULATIONS ; 

A register  of  milk  distributors  is  kept  and  the  number 
of  milk  distributors  so  registered  is  21. 

A number  of  samples  of  milk  were  taken  from  distributors 
in  an  attempt  to  isolate  the  source  of  a food  poisoning 
epidemic  caused  by  staphylococcus  aureus. 

15 . INFECTIOUS  DISEASES; 

An  epidemic  of  dysentery  occurred  in  the  Llanbadarn  Fawr 
area  and  investigations  were  carried  out  in  an  attempt  to 
find  the  source  of  infection.  These  consisted  primarily  in 
the  collection  of  specimens  of  stools  from  contacts  and  the 
taking  of  milk  samples. 

16.  COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES: 

There  are  no  common  lodging  houses  in  the  area  administered 
by  the  Council.
